Washington, May 28— Pregident
Wilson, through o atatement fesued at
the White House today, again as-
sured the business world that the ad-
ministration would proceed “moder-

‘ately and soberly” in its program of

business reform legisiation. The
statement was occasioned by the viait
of a delegation of Illinole’ husiness
men, who asked the president that all
legislation affecting business except
the trade commission be withheld until
a trade commision could lok thorough-
roughly into the business situation.
“The president sald in reply to the
1llinois delegation” eays the state-
ment, “that in his judgment nothing
wis more dangerous for business
than uncertainty; that it had become
evident through a long series of years
that n pollcy fuch as-the democratic
party wac now pursuing was absolute-
ly neceasary Lo satisfy the consclenco
of the country, and its perception of
the prevailling conditions of busi-
ness; d that {t was a great deal
better to do the thing mode~ ‘ely; and
soberly now, than to wp's 1 more
radical forces had acc. i . 1 and
it was necesary to go muca further.
